House Tuesday voted new funds for in- 
telligence gathering even though the vast 
majority of representatives had no idea 
how much money they were approving. 

Five members 
voted present, in effect abstaining, as a 
protest against the House intelligence 
committee’s decision not to make the 
meney information public.
